1. The U. 8. Naval Radio Station, Puerto Obaldia, R. P., is now in operation. The 
station is located at Puerto Obaldia, near the eastern extremity of the Atlantic sea- 
coast of the Republic of Panama; approximate position, latitude 8° 40 north, longi- 
tude 77? 22’ west. Тһе station call is NRK. 

2. Puerto Obaldia is operated by the U. S. Naval Communication Service and is 
prepared to handle U. S. and Panaman Government despatches frce of charge. The 
Station also handles commercial traffic at rates which may be obtained from the 
Naval Radio Station, Balboa, C. Z. :
